While  Coach  Whitmer's  1958  squad  failed  to 
win  a  game,  they  will  be  remembered  as  a  team  that 
had  courage  and  determination.  They  lost  their 
opener  to  Fort  Wayne  Catholic  in  the  final  two 
minutes,  13-7.  Gleason's  pass  to  Munger  gave  them 
a  7-6  lead  early  in  the  game.  Goshen's  Redskins 
tumbled  the  Cats  31-13  in  their  Conference  opener. 
Gleason's  passes  to  Hostetler  and  Munger  accounted 
for  Riley's  scores.  Riley  took  the  opening  kickoff  of 
the  Fort  Wayne  North  game  73  yards  to  score,  but 
had  to  settle  for  a  6-6  tie.  Michigan  City  then  con- 
quered Whitmer's  men  21-6,  and  Central's  State 
Champs  overwhelmed  them  40-0.  The  Adam's  loss, 
40-13,  was  highlighted  by  Gleason's  touchdown  pass 
to  Sanders  on  the  first  play  of  the  game.  Sander's 
96  yard  touchdown  run  sparked  the  team  to  an  early
